All tourists spend a Sabbath In London, and 
all go to hear Mr. Spurgeon, who for twenty 
jears lias been one of the lions, as really as 
the Tower or British museum. He had just 
returned from his vaction, and was in the 
happiest manner. Shall I describe him ? A 
short, stout man, or broad shoulders, black 
hair nnd'fuJl whiskers, eyes small, and face 
rather expressionless than otherwise, of sal­ 
low hue—this is Spurgeon as he appears upon 
his platform. There is no organ. He spends 
a moment in silent prayer; and then opens 
the service by a vocal prayer, some five min­ 
utes long. His voico is sweet, and charms 
you with its clearness and melody. A choir 
of some fifty persons seated on a platform be­ 
low Mr. Spurgeon, under tho direction of a 
precentor, who stauds by bis side, lead the 
congregation iu a six-versed hymn. The ef­ 
fect is grand. It is the singing of Plymouth 
church without John Zander's accompani­ 
ment. It is the united melody of five thous­ 
and voices. Fifleeu minutes aro spent in a 
running commentary on the 23d Psalm, the 
people following with open Bible. After sing­ 
ing and prayer and siüging again—for Spur­ 
geon, like Beecher, believes tbat David knew 
what is tlie chief element in religious worship— 
Mr. S. announces his text: “As the apple 
iree among the trees of wood, so is my love 
among the daughters.”—Sol. Song. 
The 
subject is the pre-eminence of Christ, and it 
is developed in an illustrative and practical 
way-, which gains the attention of everyone. 
When he says “lastly,” you look at your 
watch, for you are surprised at the brevity of 
tho discourse. But what seemed only fifteen 
minutes is iu reality forty-five. “All hail the 
power of Jesus^name,” is the closing hymn. 
“Myles Lane” Is the tune, and grandly is it 
sung. The slight repetition of the words, 
“And Cct>wn Him,” in the last line of each 
verse was thrilling iu its effect. “Louder,” 
said Mr. Spurgeon, and the roof seemed to 
shake. It was magnificent. I have heard 
choral singing in ten English cathedrals, but 
with allots beautiful, art it is not’so'moving as 
this. I have heard that Spurgeon was ego­ 
tistic. I saw nothing of it. There is not a 
thiug about the man's manner of pulpit ap­ 
pearance that I would change. His sincerity 
and calm fervor captivated me. A Scotch­ 
man said, “He is the tip-top ot preachers.”

tate a shower of suicides, manslaughters and 
defalcations. 
To say that great manipulators 
of the stock and gold markets, like the late 
Jim Fisk and his quieter and more unscrupu­ 
lous partner, Jay Gould, cannot undertake to 
shoulder the offences that grow out of the urn 
versal smash organized by them, Is to avow 
that Cain was in no wise bis brother’s keeper. 
Crime may be direct and therefore actionable 
in this world, or it may be circuitous and nec­ 
essarily await the delayed and detailed judg­ 
ment of the Almighty; but either way the re­ 
sult is the same and the culpability precisely 
as personal and unchangeable. 
Who killed 
Obadiah Bowne, for Instance, who, as the Cor­ 
oner assures us, died of laudanum the other 
night on Long Island, administered coolly 
and Intentionally by his own hand? 
Is our 
question self-contradictory and consequently 
absurd ? We are not at all persuaded of that 
The impossibility of so closely investigating 
the complex causes which in any one human 
history end in success or in ruin, wo concede 
at ouce. That these causes are alone the fault 
of the victim whom they finally do to death, 
we deny utterly. What can be done about it ? 
Nothing immediate or striking; but we can 
combine as a social whole to divide the 
“ wastes aud burdens of life ” so that they 
shall rest more equally ujkhi all and pledge 
ourselves to every reform which will In the 
end give every man and woman a better 
chance. 
After all is done that society eau 
do In that direction, no doubt particular in­ 
stances of desperation and insanity will occur 
as before; but we shall be more palpably upon 
the road that leads to a higher public morality, 
which is the only safeguard of the individual.

Speaker Hosted 
seems to have got on his nerve prematurely, 
taking occasion to reprimand such men as 
Hammond and Daly, who didn't seem to pos­ 
sess the pluck to stand op nor the knowledge 
of parliamentary law lo score the Speaker for 
his uncalled-for allusions.

Schurz in eulogy of Sumner will fill from eight 
to ten newspaper columns, and no telegraphic 
abstract will do it justice. 
The orator besan by recalling the sad an­ 
nouncement which inspired a treinorof strange 
emotion over the lan d —"C harles Sumner is 
d e a d !” —and then proceeded with a bio­ 
graphical sketch of his life, his identification 
with anti-slavery and his devotion to the caus* 
of human rights. 
Speaking of his character­ 
istics, Mr. Schurz said: 
“ lie brought lo the Senate a studious mind, 
vast learning, great legal attainments, a pow­ 
erful eloquence, a strong and ardent nature, 
and all this he vowed to one terri«e. 
With 
all this he was no*, a mere expounder of 
policy—he was a worshipper, sincere and de­ 
vout, at the shrine of hts idol. 
In no public 
man iiad the moral idea of the anti-sluvery 
movement such overruling strength. II* made 
everything yield lo it. 
l i t did not possess it 
—ti possessed him. 
Tiiat was the secret of 
his peculiar louver. 
And what a life was his! 
A life so wholly devoted to what was good aud 
noble! 
There he stood, iu the midst of 
the 
grasping 
materialism 
of 
our 
times 
around 
him—tbe 
eager 
chase 
for 
the 
almighty 
dollar—no 
thought 
of opportunity ever entering 
Ute small 
est corner of his mind and disturbing hi* 
high endeavors, with a virtue which tbe pos­ 
session of power could not even tempt, much 
less debauch, from whose presence the very 
thought of corruption instinctively shrunk 
back—a life so unspotted, on integrity so in­ 
tact, a character so high that the most daring 
eagerness of column)-, most wanton audacity 
of i isioualion standing on tip-loe aould not 
touch 
the 
soles 
of 
his 
shoes. 
They 
say thai lie 
indulged in an over-weening 
s*lf appreciation. 
Aye; 
be 
did have 
a 
magnificent 
pride, 
a 
lofty 
selfesteem; 
why should he not? Lot wretches despise 
themselves, for they have good reason to do 
so—not he. 
But iu his self-esteem there was 
nothing small and mean. 
No man lived lo 
whose nature envy and |>etty jealousy were 
more foreign. 
Conic ions of his own merit he 
never depreciated the merit of others—nay, he 
recognized it and expressed that recognition 
wgh that cordial spontaneity which can only 
flow from a sincere and unenvious heart. His 
pride of self was like his pride of cooutry—be 
was the proudest American, lie was tbe proud­ 
est New Englander, and yet be wus the most 
cosmopolitan American I have ever seen. 
There was in him not til* faintest shadow of 
that uarrow prejudice which looks askance at 
what lias grown in foreign lands. 
His gen­ 
erous heart aud his enlightened mind were 
too generous and loo •nligtueaed not to give 
the fullest measure of appreciation to all that 
was good and worthy, from whatever quarter 
of the globe ii came—and now at bis home 
there are those around me who have breathed 
the air of his house ut Washington—that at­ 
mosphere of i'etinomeut aud scholarship.friend­ 
ship aud warm-hearted hospitality; they have 
seen those rooms covered and filled with his 
pictures, 
his engravings, his statues, Ids 
bronzes, his books and rare manuscripts, 
collections of a fife time, tbe imago of the 
ricbuess of bis mind, the comfort and consola­ 
tion of his solitude. 
They have beheld his 
childlike smile of satisfaction when he unlock­ 
ed one by one tbe most precious of hi* treas­ 
ures aud told their stories.

If this lesson be under­ 
stood, more than Charlc3 
Sumner’s living 
word could hare done for the glory of Amer­ 
ica will be done by the inspiration of his 
great example, and it will truly be said that 
although his body lies mouldering in the 
earth yet in the assured rights of all in the 
brotherhood of a re-united people, and in a 
purified republic he still lives, will live for­ 
ever.’’ 
The oration covered the history of the great 
epoch through which the nation has lately- 
passed, and is strikingly interesting from its 
personal 
reminiscences

torical facts. 
“The same candor and purity of

which prompted and characterized his opposi­ 
tion to the Santo Domingo scheme prompted 
and characterized the attacks upon the ad­ 
ministration which followed.

anything'lie did not firmly, religiously be­ 
lieve to be wrong, and while attacking those 
in power for what lie considered wrong, he 
was always ready to support them in all he 
considered right. 
After all he has said of the 
President he would to-day, if he lived, consci­ 
entiously, cordially, joyously aid in sustaining 
the President’s recent veto on an act of finan­ 
cial legislation which threatened to inflict a 
deep injury on the character as well »3 the 
true interests of the American people.”

eased public sentiment as surely as noxious 
weeds are the offspring of an indiscriminate 
soil and a moist air. 
Legally considered, a 
murderer is held, and, for the general safety, 
must be held, solely responsible tor his act; 
but viewed through the more analytic lens o f 
a finer and truer moral sense, it is plaiu that 
no man stands aloaein auswerability for crime. 
When a clique of grasping, selfish and con­ 
scienceless rascals bring on a money crisis in 
which fortunes go dowu like card-houses be­ 
fore the wind, they just as certainly precipi­ 
tate a shower of suicides, manslaughters and 
defalcations. 
To say that great manipulators 
of the stock and gold markets, like the late 
Jim Fisk aud his quieter and more unscrupu­ 
lous partner, Jay Gould, cannot undertake to 
shoulder the ofleuces that grow out of the uni­ 
versal smash organized by them, is to avow 
that Cain was in no wise his brother’s keeper. 
Crime may be direct and therefore actionable 
in this world, or it may be circuitous and nec­ 
essarily await the delayed and detailed judg­ 
ment of the Almighty; but either way the re­ 
sult is the same and the culpability precisely 
as personal and unchangeable. 
Who killed 
Obadiah Bowne, for Instance, who, as the Cor­ 
oner assures us, died of laudanum the other 
night on Long Island, administered coolly 
and intentionally by his own hand ? 
Is our 
question self-contradictory and consequently 
absurd ? We are not at all persuaded of that. 
The impossibility of so closely investigating 
the complex causes which in any one human 
history end in suocess or in ruin, we concede 
at ouce. That these causes are alone the fault 
of the victim whom they finally do to death, 
we deny utterly. What can be done about it ? 
Nothing immediate or striking; but we can 
combine as a social whole to divide the 
“ wastes aud burdens of life” so that they 
shall rest more equally upon all and pledge 
ourselves to every reform which will Iu the 
end give every man and woman a better 
chance. 
After all is done that society can 
do in that direction, no doubt particular in­ 
stances of desperation and insanity will occur 
as before; but we shall be more palpably upon 
the road that leads to a higher public morality, 
which is the only safeguard of the individual.

S E N A T E . 
Washington, April 29. 
Tho Senate proceeded to the consideration 
of bills on the calendar and a number were 
disposed of. 
At the expiration of the morning hoar Mr. 
FRELINGHUYSEN moved the consideration 
of the supplementary civil rights bill. 
The amendments of tho Judiciary Commit­ 
tee were concurred in and the hill reported to 
the Senate. 
Mr. FRELINGHUYSEN explained the pro­ 
visions of the bill and said ho invoked for it 
tho calm, impartial, unpartisan consideration 
of the Senate. 
He asked its passage only as 
it should commend itself as consistent with 
the Constitution and witli justice to all class­ 
es of society. 
He would be glad if he who 
was the author Of the measure (Mr. Sumner) 
was . here to put the cope stone upon the 
structure he was instrumental in erecting. 
The bill was intended to secure equal rights 
to the white people as well as to the colored 
race. 
It did not touch the point of social 
equality, as that was not an element of citi­ 
zenship. 
Mr. THURMAN moved to strike out the 
second section of the bill. 
This section im­ 
poses a fine of $500 for any violation of the 
act, to die paid to the person aggrieved, and 
provides farther that the party violating the 
a«t shall be deemed guilty of a* misdemeanor 
and upon, convlctiou be lined uot less than 
$500 hor more than $1,000, or shall be im­ 
prisoned not less than thirty days nor more 
than one year. 
He argued that the puuish- 
ishment provided was monstrous and that be­ 
sides the section provided for a double pun­ 
ishment.

before described, in the sum of $75.

ment was rendered for that ammi ut for the 
plaintiff. 
On the 28th inst, the parlies appeared be­ 
fore before Schepmoes and tried the first-men­ 
tioned case, in which Van Aken was plaintiff. 
After a hard fight a judgment was rendered 
for Van Aken for $75. Tile principal question 
was in regard lo the warranty, the defendant 
swearing that he didn’t warrant the horse; 
that he only said " be thought the horse was 
one of the soundest horses that ever walked 
the face of God’s canli I ” 
Whether the par­ 
titas are entirely satisfied in regard to this 
“ boss" dicker, we cannot state, hut they 
ought to be, as each has won in the suits, and 
each has a judgment of $75 against the other.

The defendant claimed 
he had paid the parties in full. 
Judgment 
was rendered for plaintiff in the sum of $5.$0

Van Aken was somewhat inclined to believe 
this horse was a sort of paragon of the brute 
species.

had been damaged in the swapping of horses 
before described, in the sum of $75. Judg­ 
ment was rendered for that amou nt for the 
plaintiff. 
On the 28th inst. the parlies appeared be­ 
fore before Schepmoes and tried the first-men­ 
tioned case, in wbich Van Aken was plaintiff. 
After a hard light a judgment wa3 rendered 
for Van Aken for $75. Tho principal question 
was in regard to tbe warranty, tbe defendant 
swearing that he didn’t warrant the horse; 
that he only said “ he thought the horse was 
one of the soundest horses that ever walked 
the face of God’s ca n il! ” 
Whether the pur- 
tires are entirely satisflod in regard to this 
“ hos3” dicker, we cannot state, but they 
ought to be, as each has won in the suits, aud 
each has a judgment of $75 against the other. 
In the last case there was a fine array of at­ 
torneys: D. W. Sparling and George Van Et­ 
ten appeared for the plaintiff, while on the 
side of tbe defendant were F. L. Westbrook, 
L. B. Hasbrouck, A. T. Clearwater, John E. 
Vau Etten and L. B. Van Gaasbcck. 
On the same day, April 28th, another case 
was tried before ’Squire Schepmoes, in which 
Daniel Wiseman was plaintiff and L. B. Van 
Wagonen defendant. 
The attorneys are Geo. 
Vau Etten for the plaintiff, and James M. Van 
Wagonen for the defendant. 
This action was 
brought to recover for work, labor and ser­ 
vices rendered by the plaintiff and his wife as 
cooks, and for running tbe boarding-house of 
defendant, while he was building the Over­ 
look Mountain House, during tha year 1870, to 
the amount of $50. 
The defendant claimed 
he had paid tbe parties in full. 
Judgment 
wa3 rendered for plaintiff in the sum of $5.50.
